was held on August 23, 1856, with leaders from all over the

WHEREAS, So many Jo Daviess County residents were showing

an interest in the Republican Party that leaders held a mass

meeting to determine the extent of interest; the Galena Gazette

reported that more than 5,000 persons attended the meeting on

September 10, 1856, at Warren; and

WHEREAS, From the very beginning, the Jo Daviess County

Republicans sought and gained the support of all segments of

the people, including miners, farmers, factory workers,

professional groups, business persons, and young and old; and

WHEREAS, The Jo Daviess County Republican Party continues

to serve the needs of the people today and a majority of county
